FIOITIC Ot Sp (6 Men 
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Men generally underſtand, that. the Law of Self- 
preſervation, allows them to furniſh themſelves with 
fomething more, than the bare Neceſlities of Life, 
before they are obliged to aſſiſt their Neighbours ; 
that tho' they be bound. to. /ave others as well as 
themſelyes, yet not better : Nay they think, that if 
their Abilities are not large enough to . divide be- 
tween their Neighbours Neceſſities and their own, 
in moſt Caſes they may lawfully prefer themſelves : 
And without queſtion, if Men ſtated the Caſe fairly, 
and account nothing Neceſſary, but what is. really 
ſo, they might be allowed to practiſe by. this Opi- 
nion. Now, according to this general Apprehenſion, 
He that gives to another, ſeems to be well provided 
for himſelf ; he is ſuppoſed able to defray the neceſ- 
ſary Charge of: Life, and anſiver the juſt Importuaities 
of Nature; and not only ſo, but to have a redundancy 
and ſupetfluiry of Power to beſtow, . where he judges 
convenient. He that Gives not 'only looks like a 
Full Being, whoſe Abilities are not wholly exhauſted 
upon. it-ſelf, but like a ſwelling River, which after 
it hath filled the Channel of its own deſires, over- 
flows-its Banks to relieve the barrenneſs of the neigh- 
bouring Ground. Whereas Receiving implies Want 
and Weakneſs, empty Spaces, and unſatisfied Deſires, 
which a Man can't furniſh and content himſelf with, 
but-muſt depend upon the arbitrary alliance of o- 
thers. The Gzver reſembles a Fruitful Country, which 
hath all- the conveniences :of Life within it felf, and 
ſubſiſts upon the Product of its own Growth : where- 
as he that Receives, mult undergo the labour and ha- 
zard of a long Voyage, and. the uneaſineſs of a Fo- 
reign Commerce-and Converſation,

Like 3 ſo, humble and 
religned. to, Providence, -as not to rails or fink their 
Spirits, according to.the. various. ſucceſſes of Things 
below... Yet. notwithltanding this, we /may; obſerve, 
Lg this World hath an,unhappy..Command over 
the,greateſt. part , of Mankind, Mens. Minds-.uſually 
reſembling the Nature and Complexion of their,out- 
ward;Affairs. When Men.believe their Circumſtances 
are well ſupported, this 1s apt to inſpire them, with 
generous Thoughts, .and, raiſes. them'to, a certain 
Grandeur, of. Spirit... It gives thear a-confding; Ajize, 
and a well-aſlured Deportment ; and if;they have. but 
diferction to keep themiclves txom. running 'into;.the 

| | Extreams 
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Extreams of Pride and 'Inſolence,' their Actions are 
remarkably graceful, by having a noble mixture of 
Freedom, and unconcernedneſfs in them. Thoſe who 
think their Accommodations not much ſhort of their 
Deſires, and have a competent aſſurance of continu- 
ance in it, are uſually free in their Sentiments and 
ſteady in their Reſolutions. They need not be go- 
verned by a foreign Fancy and Direftion. And 
therefore when they are ſo happy, as to be under 
the condutt of good Principles, they are in a fair 
way to keep them : Whereas on the contrary, an 
Indigent Condition finks the Mind below its native 
dignity, and makes it anxious ad diffident of it (elf. 
It produces ſervile "Thoughts, ignoble” Councels, and 
unſteady Reſolutions. They are not always allowed 
to ſpeak; and ac according to the Didtates of their 
own Reaſon, but have their Humour and Practice 
preſcribed by others. For being unable to ſupport 
themſelves, and ſometimes the favovr of thoſe, who 
are able to aſſiſt, is not to be gained without ſub- 
mitting to unwarrantable Complyances ; ' They muſt, 
if they will ſucceed, diſſemble and flatter, and take 
no notice of the Imperfetions, applaud ſometime, and 
imitate the Vices' of their” Benefactors, otherwiſe 
there is no countenance to be expected from them. 
In thort, they muſt be ſometimes contented to be 
ſlaves to the Pride 'and Folly of others\ and to run 
thro' all the diſhonourable ways of Scandal and
